Therefore it became incumbent upon 
the Court of Appeals to set a new date} 
for execution, and it named the week 
beginning April 13. 

The only avenue of hope then left

At first he was in- 
clined to grant a reprieve, but after 
asking for advice from prominent crim- 
inal lawyers he took up the reading of 
the testimony given at their trial, and 
from that time a decided change was 
noticed in his attitude.

The above-named defendants have 
made application for a commutation

@ reprieve pending the retrial of 
Charlies Becker, whose conviction for 
the murder of Rosenthal was reversed 
end a new trial ordered. in the Court 


of Appeals. 

J have carefully reviewed the record 
of the trial, and the opinions written 
by the Court of Appeals on the af- 
firmance of the judgment of convic- 
tion in this case, and I am unable to 
discover any reason that would jus- 
tify the granting of a reprieve. 

The judgment of conviction of these 
defendants was unanimously affirmed 
by the Court of Appeals. Judge Chase, 
in writing the principal opinion of that 
court, makes an exhaustive review of 
the evidence. That court found no 
error had been committed on the trial; 
that the defendants had a fair trial, 
and that there was nothing in the case 
at all to require or to justify a new 
trial. Judge Chase distinguishes the 
cases of these men from the Becker 
case, and in this connection says: 
x The important issues in this case are 
entirely different from the issues in 
the Becker case.”’ ‘ 

Judge Miller, who strongly assails 
the verdict in the Becker case, con- 
curred in the opinion of Judge Chase 
in this case, and called particular at- 
tention to the evidence which shows 
that four witnesses in addition to 
those in the Becker case positively 
identified one or more of these de- 
fendants as participants in the shoot- 
ing of Rosenthal; that three of these 
defendants were confessedly on the 
scene of the murder, and that the 
story that the fourth was not there at 
the time was extremely difficult to 
believe, and that the flight and con- 
cealment of the defendants after the 
commission of the crime, together 
with the evidence in the case, left no 
doubt in his mind as to their guilt. 
In his opinion Judge Miller says: 

“Tt concur in the opinion of 
brother Chase for the affirmance 
this judgment; but I should not do so 
if the verdict depended on the testi- 
mony of Rose, Vallon, Webber, and 
Schepps. Four other witnesses posi- 
tively identified one or more, and 
together, they identified all of the de- 
fendants as participants in the actual 
shooting of Rosenthal. Three of these 
defendants were confessedly at the 
ecene of the murder, and the story, as | 
related of the fourth coming down- 
town and returning just before the 
murder, is impossible.

Schepps. The foregoing considera- 
tions, together with the flight and 
concealment of the defendants after 
the commission of the crime, leaving 
no doubt in my mind of their guilt.” 

Guilt Plainly Proved, Says Goff. 

Judge Goff, who presided at the 
trial of these men has written me in 
this matter as follows: 

“As near as absolute certainty can 
be attained by human means in a 
human tribunal, it was attained when 
these four men were convicted of mur- 
der. The conviction was unanimously 
confirmed by the Court of Last Re- 
gort. It was proven that these men 
did not even know Rosenthal, that 


they were hired to murder him, that 
they did murder him, and that the 
only motive which could actuate them 
was to earn their price. Their guilt, 
therefore, did not in any manner de- 
pend on the prior conviction of Becker, 
who it is claimed through his agents, 
hired them, nor would it be afiected 
if the entity of Becker had never 
been overed. The person who 
procures another to commit a crime 
and the person who commits it are 
distinct entities, and the conviction of 
one in no sense is dependent on the 
conviction of the other. As the whole 
matter now stands, it is settled be- 
yond peradventure that they physi- 
eally shot Rgsenthal to death, and 
the question “whether Becker insti- 
gated their act may affect him, but 
it cannot affect them. Even df Becker 
on his trial should be acquitted, it 
might leave to doubt and conjecture 
the identity of the instigator, but it 
would not raise any doubt as to the 
identity of the men who fired the 
shots. 
“A respite, therefore, to await 
Becker's trial, no matter what the 
outcome, could not operate in the 
slightest degree to aid or detract from 
the truth now demonstrated, -vhile in

Criticism of Its Chief News Agency 
in a Grand Jury Charge. 


MARTINSBURG, W. Va., April 
Judge Alston G. Dayton of the United 
States Court for the Northern District 
of West Virginia, in charging the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury at the beginning of the 
local term to-day, said, in part:

purposes.

TAFT | SEES A CRISIS. 


Our Form of Government in Peril, 
He Tells Law Students, 
BOSTON, April 7.—‘‘We are at a 
crisis with respect to the form of our 
popular government,’’ Prof. William H. 
Taft told law students of Boston Uni- 

versity to-day. 

‘“We find a formidable movement 
throughout the country,’’ he continued, 
“toward a destruction of its representa- 
tive character, and the reversion to an 
old type that in the history of the world 
has proved a failure, called pure de- 
mocracy. But more radical and danger- 
ous than this is the effort being made 
to subordinate our courts in their ad- 
ministration of justice to rules of de- 
cision and standards of equity and jus- 
tice that are to be determined arbitrar- 
ily by the hasty vote of an electorate.” 

Prof. Taft said the proposal was “to 
bring the courts under the domination 
of a political sovereign,’’ adding that 
“courts were subjected to similar dom- 
ination in the times of the Stuarts and 
Tudors, and that was one of the causes 
leading to the rebellion of 1630 and the 
| revolution of 1688.’

HEATLESS LIGHT PRODUCED. 


Discovery Also Announced of Water 
Vapors In Volcanoes. 


CINCINNATI, April 7.—That light 
without heat is a near possibility and 
that water vapor does exist in volcanoes 
was brought out to-day in addresses at 
the convention of the American Chem- 
ical Association at the University of 
Cincinnati. 

The heatless light possibility was dis- 
cussed by Prof. W. D. Bancroft of Cor- 
nell, who spoke on “ Flame Reactions.” 
Prot. Bancroft said he has achieved 
what he called a light known as the 
‘electric firefly.’’ This is produced by 
electricity under certain conditions and 
resembles the phosphorescent light of.a 
firefly, but as yet is not commercially 
available. 

Prof. Arthur L. Day, head of the 
Physico-Chemical Library at Washing- 
ton, D. C., who has been making an 
extansive investigation of volcanic con- 
ditions, read a paper on ‘‘ The Chemical 
Problem of an Active Volcano."" He 
said that he had found water vapor in 
voleanoes, a matter which has been in 
dispute by scientists. He also said that, 
contrary to popular belief, he had found 
the temperature at the mouth of a 
volcano higher than in its interior.

On the other hand a statement issued 
in behalf of the Democratic Congres-

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DELAY TOLLS REPEAL 
BY FIXING HEARINGS 


Foes Gain a Point When Senate 
Committee Decides to Take 


Testimony for 15 Days. 


| 


MAY CALL TAFT AND KNOX 


Also Olney to Tell of Treaty—Bryan 
May Testify, Too—Data Asked 
For from Wilson, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Senate’s 
first skirmish to-day over repealing the 
tolls exemption clause of the Panama | 
Canal act resulted, as was expected, in} 
a slight reverse for the Administration, | 
when the Committee on Interoceanic 
Canals decided almost unanimously to | 
hold open hearings for fifteen days, be- 
ginning on Thursday. But this delay 
which was determined on without any 
real test of strength, will not postpone 
final action as much as would be ex- 
pected. Set speeches on the measure 
are being delivered every day, and the 
chances are that by the time the bill is 
reported to the Senate all will be ready 
for the less formal and more signifi- 
cant running fire on the floor. 

The principal interest of this morning’s 
meeting of the committee hinged around 
suggestions from members that former 
President Taft, Secretary of State Bry- 
an, and former Secretaries of State 
Philander C. Knox and Richard Olney 
should be heard. It is not unlikely that 
they will be invited to give their views 
and to clear up obscure points in the 
history of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
Testimony from Mr. Bryan, if he should 
be persuaded to talk, would attract the 
keenest curiosity, as he was a member 
of the sub-committee at the Baltimore 
Convention that drafted the declara- 
tion for tolls exemption now disregarded 
by the Government in which he holds 
the most important portfolio. 

Supporters of the President went to 
the committee meeting prepared for a 
fight from the opposition for indefinite 
delay. But the opposing Senators quick- 
ly disclaimed any such intention and, 
Mr. Thomas of Colorado, a Democrat, 
opposed to repeal, at once moved that 
hearings be limited to thirty days. Mr. 
Simmons of North Carolina suggested 
that the limit be reduced to ten days 
and Mr. O’Gorman of New York made 


the winning motion for fifteen days. On 
that vote the voice of Mr. Brandegee of 
Connecticut alone was heard in the neg- 
ative. Mr. Brandegee is a Republican 
in favor of repeal. 

Mr. Shields of Tennessee, who has 
parted company with his Democratic 
ecclleague, Mr. Lea, over the tolls ques- 
tion, and is opposing the President, sug- 
gested that the authors of all the meas- 
ures relating to tolis now before the 
committee should have an opportunity 
to explain their proposals. This would 
mean arguments before the committee 
from three Republicans and six Demo- 
crats. 

‘‘T should also like to have Mr. Bryan 
end Prof. Taft before the committee,” 
went on Mr. Shields. ‘‘ We have been 
asked to reverse our action and we 
thou!d have all information possible.”’

Mr. Works argued that the 
preamble to the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
Was not a part of the treaty itself; that 
the “ general principle’”’ of neutrality in 
Article VIII. of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, which the preamble reiterated, 
lapsed with the older convention. 

Mr. Works brought forward an ex- 
planation differing from that of Mr. 
McCumber for the Senate’s rejection in 
1901 of an amendment to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty expressly reserving 
to the United States the right to dis- 
criminate in toHs to the advantage of 
the American coastwise shipping. Mr, 
Works quoted Senators serving in 1901 
in substantiation of his argument that 
the amendment was rejected not be- 
cause it was not desired, but because 
it was unnecessary, the right it sought 
to retain having been already safeguard- 
ed in the treaty. 

Before Mr. Works spoke two resolu- 
tions relating to the tolls dispute were 
disposed of. One, introduced by Mr. 
Brandegee, asking for the correspond- 
ence in connection with the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, was adopted without de- 
bate. The other, introduced by Mr. 
Poindexter, a Progressive from Wash- 


oy 


ington, asked the President to tell the 
Senate precisely what he meant by al- 
luding in his address to Congress to 
“ matters of greater delicacy and nearer 
consequence’’ that would be imperiled 
by the defeat of the repeal measure. 

Mr. Poindexter’s resolution, instead of 
being adopted, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations by a vote 
of 35 to 27. 

While the President's supporters were 
inclined to take this vote as a test of 
strength, a study of the poll showed 
that division had not followed the line 
of difference over the tolls question on 
its merits. If, however, the final vote 
on the repeal bill should show a ma- 
jority of about the same as that devel- 
oped to-day no one would be surprised. 

Along with the resolutions the Senate 
acted on one introduced by Mr. Kenyon, 
a radical Republican from Iowa, abol- 
ishing secret sessions of the Senate ex- 
cept for the consideration of treaties or 
by unanimous consent.

TO UNMASK SHIPPING TRUST. 


Henry Asks for Inquiry Into Coast 
Trade, Who Runs It, and Rates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The Ad- 
ministration’s fight for the repeal of 
the free tolls provision of the Pan- 
ama Canal act, now centred in the Sen- 
ate, received a new angle in the House 
of Representatives to-day when Repre- 
sentative Robert L. Henry, Chairman of 
the Rules Committee, introduced a con- 
current resolution calling upon the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to make 
an investigation intended to disclose 
facts in support of the proposal to re- 
peal. Its aim, he said, was ‘“‘to un- 
mask the Shipping Trust.” 

The resolution wants the Commis- 
sion to ascertain the extent, if any, 
that vessels in the coastwise trade are 
under the control and ownership of rail 
lines engaged in the same commerce. 


| It seeks to ascertain the prevailing rates 


on the chief commodities carried by 
vessels between the Atiantic and Pa- 
cific ports, and the rates charged by 
rail carriers for similar service. 


REPEAL WRONG, SAYS TAFT. 


Thinks It Unfair to Say Opponents 
Uphold a “ Dishonorable Thing.” 


Writing on the tolls dispute, ex-Presi- 
dent William Howard Taft says that it 
is “unfair’’ to attempt to put those 
opposed to the repeal of the exemption 
provision of the Panama Canal act in 
the light of standing for a “ dishonor- 
able thing,’’ in reply to a letter sent to 
him by Edwin Packard, of 241 Henry 
Street, Brooklyn. Mr. Packard asked 
Mr. Taft whether he had modified his 
views as to free tolls since he signed 
the Canal bill.

“I stated my reasons for believing 
the exemption to be within our rights 
under the treaty in a memorandum 
which I attached to the Canal bill when 
I signed it, and I have seen no reason 
to change my opinion since that signa- 
ture.”’

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HOUSE WRANGLES 
QN RESERVE BANKS 


Baltimore and New Orleans 
Complain Because Richmond 


and Atlanta Were Chosen. 


ALL POLITICS, SAYS MANM 


Charge of Partisanship Also Made 
by New Orleans—Glass and Pou 
Defend Administration. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—There was 
another vigorous outburst of protest in 
the House of Representatives to-day 
against the selection of cities by the 
Reserve Bank Organization Committee 
as regional reserve centres under the 
new banking law. Champions of Balti- 
more and New Orleans criticised the se- 
lection of Richmond and Atlanta. It 
was agiin alleged that partisanship 
played a part in the action taken. 
Friends of the Administration were 
forced by the vigor of the attacks made 
to respond with a defense of the action 
of Secretaries McAdoo and Houston and 
Controller John Skelton Williams, who 
made the selections. 

Representative Dupre of Louisiana 
started the discussion by presenting 
resolutions adopted at a mass meeting 
held last Sunday night in New Orleans 
condemning the action of the Organiza- 
tion Committee. This mass meeting was 
held under the auspices of the leading 
commercial bodies, stock exchanges and 
financial institutions of the Crescent 
City. 

Representative Linthicum of Maryland 
criticised the selection of Richmond in- 
stead of Baltimore. Mr. Mann, the Re- 
publican floor leader, taunted the Mary- 
land delegation with the assertion that 
it could not expect to have Baltimore 
selected over Richmond when both the 
Controller of the Currency, Mr. Will- 
iams, and the Chairman of the House 
Banking and Currency Committee, Mr 
Glass, were Virginians. 

Chairman Glass defended the selection 
of Richmond, but denied that he had 


had anything to do with the choice of 
that city. Representative Hardwick of 
Georgia defended the selection of At- 
lanta, but members of the Louisiana 
delegation refused to acknowledge At- 
janta as the trade and financial centre 
of that section of the South. 

The resolutions which Mr. Dupre read 
to the House portested against the 
“unfair location of Federal reserve 
banks and the injection of politics into 
the national banking system.”’ 

‘“*T have read this protest,” said Mr. 
Dupre, ‘‘ because I have been specially 
charged by the Chairman of that mass 
meeting, the Mayor of New Orleans, 
and by innumerable telegrams, not to 
merely insert it into The Record, but 
to drive it into the minds of members 
present by reading it to them.” 


Fears Effect of Criticism. 


Representative Sherley, whose home 
is in Louisville, Ky., said it was natural 
that cities failing to get one of the 
banks should be disappointed keenly. 

“It was the hope of my city that it 
might be designated,’”’ he said. ‘‘ But I 
believe that a very great wrong is done 
to the country when men not only ques- 
tion the judgment of those who deter- 
mined this matter, but attempt to ques- 
tion their methods. I do not agree in 
my judgment with the expression of the

‘‘T want to say,’ replied Mr. Lin- 
thicum, ‘‘ that three institutions in Bal- 
timore have securities from the South 
in their deposit vaults to the amount of 
$52,000,000, and that the total Baltimore 
loans to the South are over $200,000,000,”’ 


Banks Preferred Richmond. 


‘““We are not establishing regional 
banks,’ said Mr. Glass, “‘ for Baltimore 
or Richmond, but for District 5. Of all 
the banks of that district that voted on 
the question Baltimore did not receive 
the support of a respectable number. 
A careful poll of all the banks was 
made, and Richmond was the choice.”’ 

“It was unfortunate,” said Mr. Mann, 


that the Democratic Congress provided 
that a purely Democratic board should 
select these reserve bank locations. I 
do not suppose that the Secretaries of 
the Treasury and Agriculture were con- 
sciously affected by partisan considera- 
tion, though I have no doubt that they 
heard a great deal more privately from 
people high up in Democratic counsels 
than they heard from people in Repub- 
lican or Progressive counsels. 

‘Any one, I think, can see that in 
the districting of the country into Fed- 
eral reserve districts the lines of trade 
have not been followed. it was sup- 
posed they would be followed. Unless 
the President, when he names the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, shall make a better 
selection than the board made in se- 
lecting the location of the banks, !t will 
be believed throughout the country that 
politics is having too much influence tin 
a matter from which politics ought to be 
entirely banished.” 

‘*Mr. Mann,” said Mr. Pou, “ remarks 

it is believed that politics has 
played an important part. I submit 
there is no basis for the charge. Gen- 
tlemen on this floor should not impugn 
the motives of high-minded men in the 
discharge of their duty.” 

“ There is universal 
throughout the country,” said Mr. 
Mann. ‘‘ We believe this board was 
governed to a large extent by partisan 
considerations. The only way that be- 
lief can be removed will be by the fue 
ture conduct of the banks, if It can be 
removed in that way. It will be a sorry 
day for this country when gentlemen, 
through legislation, have injected poll- 
tics into the financial operations of the 
country. 

‘We feared that that was being done 
when the Banking and Currency Dill 
came before the House. We were told 
that our fears were baseless. Up to 
date the fears do not appear to be base- 
less. All that has been done up to now 
apparently has taken politics into con- 
sideration. We hope it will not con- 
tinue. 

‘*My distinguished friend, Mr. Glass, 
says he has not endeavored to influ- 
ence the board in selecting these loca- 
tions. I do not suppose he did, and yet, 
if I recall correctly, weeks ago my 
friend said that one of the banks would 
be located in the comparatively small 
City of Richmond and be surrounded by 
a district containing larger and more 
important cities.’’ 


Glass Shouts Denial. 


‘*T want to say that you are abso- 
lutely mistaken,’’ shouted Mr. Glass. 
‘**T said nothing of the kind.’’ 


“All I know,”’ retorted Mr. Mann, 
‘‘is that the newspapers so reported a

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SIEGEL INDICTMENTS 
ARE NOW FOURTEEN 


Twelve Based on False State- 
ment of Finances, Two for 
Receiving Deposits. 


FRAUD FOR YEARS CHARGED 


Stores Kept Going at a Loss to Con- 
ceal It, Says Whitman—Partners 
May Be Arraigned To-day.

Fourteen new indictments, probably 
the longest and most detailed ever pre- 
sented in New York County, were hand- 
ed up yesterday againat Henry Siegel 
and Frank FE. Vogel by the Grand Jury 
in Judge Rosalsky's part of the Court 
of General Sessions, charging Siege) and 
Vogel jointly with grand larceny in 
making false gtatements of their finan- 
cial condition, whereby they obtained 
large loans from many banks for several 
yeara. In a statement issued by the 
District Attorney immediately after the 
indictments were returned, the investi- 
gation of the Siegel and Vogel accounts 
was described, and the assertion was 
| mate that every statement issued by 
| them for the purpose of obtaining credit 
;}and purporting to give the financial 
Standing of their three stores was false. 
The text of the indictments ahows that 
| Siegel and Vogel obtained more than 
| $625,000 in the year 1912, their last com- 
} pleted fiscal year. 
j; according to the District Attorney’s 
| statement, embrace only a small num- 
| ber of the actual transactions. Siege) 
jand Vogel, he said, obtained at least 
| $2,500,000 by false statements in 1912. 

Three of the fourteen indictments 
| filed yesterday were superseding indict- 
| ments replacing the three charging vio- 
| lation of Section 295 of the Penal Code in

| the receiving of money from depositora 


| of the failed bank of Henry Siegel & Co. 
after the bank was known ta be in- 
;solvent. The remaining indictments 
| charging grand larceny were all based

‘| dictment, covering a similar offense, was 
| drawn, but, owing to its length, it was 
| not printed in time for signature by the 
| Jury; and inasmuch as the District At- 
torney felt the existing indictments 
amply covered the case and precluded 
| escape, the fifteenth count was dropped, 
|} ‘“* These new indictments shed an en- 
| tirely new light on the financial opera- 
| tions of these two men and completely 
| dispose of the contenaon of the friends 
|} of Siegel that Vogel was the person re- 
| sponsible for any crimes which may 
| have been committed,”’ said the District 
| Attorney, ‘* These indictments ‘show 
) that Siege] constantly signed false state- 
|; ments as to the condition of the stores 
| of which he was President, and, indeed, 
} it appears that in certain years he 
) Signed practically all the statements. 
| “*In addition, the indictments show 
} that the practice of obtaining money in 
| this fashion has been going on for years, 
) and it is maid that every statement 
' {esued for the purpose of obtaining credit 
| by Siegel and Vogel relating to the 
} Condition of the three stores is false,'* 
| The indictments not only recite the 
| falsity of the specific iterns in the state- 
ments, but show wherein such items 
| were false, and this has necessitated in- 
| corporating into the indictments ve 
| Schedules of the indebtedness of the 


| Various stores which make the indict- 
ments 125 pages in length, probably the 
| longest ever filed in New York County 
| Had the printer not used a page twice

| dictments, the longer ones would num- 
ber almost 8300 pages. The indebtedness 
of the three stores is set forth to a 
|; penny, tnere being several items of 
|" 1 cent,” “2 cents,” and “3 cents,” In 
| preparing the indictments approximately 
| forty accountants were working at the 
|} same time on the books of the various 
| stores and sending their reports to As- 
| sistant District Attorney Arthur C. 
| Train, who, with D. W. Quinn, Jr., of 
| the Banking Department, incorporated 
| the informaton into proper indictments. 


Holds Siegel Responsible. 


Describing the alleged manipulation of 
the accounts of the various Siegel stores 
and taking up Henry Siegel's early state- 

| ment that the financial affairs of the 
businesses were in Vogel's hands, the 

District Attorney said: 

‘*Tt has been learned that the Boston 
books were manipulated in precisely the 
same way as the New York books, and 

| that Siegel was in the habit of falsify- 
ing his accounts even before Vogel came 
to New York at all. Under the laws of 
Massachusetts an annual audit of @ cor 
poration's books is required. This sit- 
uation was met by holding a meeting of 
stockholders, at which Siegel presided 
and voting that the chair should ap- 
point a committee to select an auditor 
and attend to the audit. Siegel would 
thereupon appoint himself and Vogel as 
such committee, and they, in turn, 
would select Oscar A. Prall (Treasurer 
of the Fourteenth Street Store and Sec- 
retary of Simpson-Crawford Company) 
as auditor, who would thereupon go 
from New York to Boston and pass 
upon the correctness of the books, which 
he had already manipulated at their in- 
structions. 

“The Boston store lost upward of 
$3,000,000, aad over $5,000,000 was sunk 
in the three enterprises. It is thus ap- 
parent that not only all the money of 
| the depositors was wiped out in toto, 
| but that the entire capital of the boston 

store and the Fourteenth Street Store 

was lost as well. 

‘* During the last year all three stores, 
including the Simpson Crawford Com- 
pany, were operated at gigantic losses, 
and the only explanation of the con- 
tinuance of the businesses is that Siegel 
and Vogel know that to close down any 
one of the stores would result in a dis- 
closure of the frauds that had been 
going on for years, not only in connec- 
tion with the manipulation of the books 
of all three companies, the obtaining 
of huge sums by false and fraudulent 
statements of condition, but in the an- 
nual reports and returns required by 
the United States Government, the State 
of New York, and the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts.” 

The statement made in behalf of Ste- 
gel and Vogel with respect to their 
eagerness to make restitution, and the 
steps already taken by their friends 
toward that end, is discounted in the 
District Attorney’g statement as fol- 
lows: 

“With regard to the statement pub- 
lished in last week’s papers, and at- 
tributed to Levy Mayer of Chicago, at 
the hearing before Commissioner Gil- 
christ, te the effect that Chicago 
friends of Frank E. Vogel had raised 
$1,000,000, in addition to the $450,000, 
which had previously been collected to 
partially repay the depositors in the de- 
funct hank of Henry Siegel & Co., 
bankers, it now appears that the $1,000,- 
000 in question is the same $1,000,000 
that was raised by Max Pam within 
a@ week after the receivership for the 
purpose of putting the Chicago store of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. on a firmer foun- 
dation, and represents merely an addi- 
tional issue of $1,000,000 of preferred 
stock at 7 or 8 per cent., which was 
subscribed for by Chicago capitalists, 


Chicago House Used, 


“This is not, as was stated by sev- 
eral newspapers, $1,000,000 contributed 
for the benefit of the depositors at all, 
nor is it $1,000,000 subscribed by Vogel’s 
friends for the purpose of assisting 
them, The Chicago house of Siegel 
Cooper & Ca., was not involved in the 
manipulations of Siegel and Vogel, ex- 
cept that during the year 1913 it was 
mulcted for the sum of about $900;000 
to keep the Fourteenth Street Store, 
Simpson, Crawford Company, and the 
Henrv Siegel Company of Boston, and 
Henry Siegel & Co., bankers, from 
going into bankruptcy. Siegel Cooper 
& Co, of Chicago could not have gone 
on unless this money was replaced, and 
it has been replaced, through the sub- 
scriptions of interested parties in Chi- 
cago. It is not, as might have been in- 
ferred from the statement attributed to 


Mr. Mayer before Commissioner Gil- 
christ, an additional $1,000,000, which ine 
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ured directly to the benefit of the de- 
positors of the defunct bank,” 

The first indictment returned yester- 
day. charging Siegel and Vogel jointly 
with larceny on April 29, 19148, from the 
National Bank of Commerce, is typical 
of all the others, 
allegations in this indictment that on 
that day the Fourteenth Street Store 
applied to the National Bank of Coy 
merce for the loan of $25,000, and 
fered a note of the Fourteenth Street 
Store, indorsed by Siegel and Vogel, to- 
gether with a statement of the assets 
and Mabilities of the Fourteenth Street 
Store, from which it appeared that the 
excess of agsets over liabilities of that 
store on Feb. 1 of that year amounted 
to $1,177,488; that the National Bank of 
Commerce, before making the loan, de- 
sired to be assured as to the ability of 
Siegel and Vogel, the indorsers, to pay 
the note in the event that the store 
should not pay it, and therefore re- 
quired statements as to the condition of 
the Henry Siegel Company and of Simp- 
son, Crawford Company. Slegel and 
Vogel thereupon prosuces those state- 
ments also, by which it appeared that 
the Henry Siegel Sompany was worth 
$755,820.51 above all its llabilities and 
Simpson, Crawford Company $$2,205,- 
761.76. Having examined the three state- 
ments and believing they were true the 
bank made the loan. 

As a matter of fact, the indictment 
recites, the Fourteenth Street Store, the 


Simpson Crawford Company, and Henry | 


Siegel Company were all at that time 
insolvent, and tnown by the defendants 
to be so. The Simpson, Crawford Com- 
pany had lost $125,000 during the fisoal 
year of 1912, whereas the statement 
submitted in regard to it showed that it 
had earned $182,869.94 during that year. 
The liabilities of the Simpson, Crawford 
Company, Henry Siegel OmMpeny. and 
the Fourteenth Street Store, the in- 
dictment continues, all exceed their as- 
seta by very considerable amounts, and 
not only was the maker of the note un- 
able to pay it, but the indorsementa of

‘SPAIN ASKS BRITISH 
FOR AID IN MEXICO 


Puts Her Tampico Residents in 
British Commander’s Care, 
Flouting Our Protection. 


BRYAN WARNS CARRANZA 


Makes Vigorous Representations to 
Stop the Expulsion of Span- 


lards from Torreon.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Indications 
are plain that Spain is not entirely sat- 
isfied with the manner in which her in- 
terests in Mexico have been cared for 
the United States. A dispatch to- 
day from Rear Admiral Mayo from 
Tampico stated that the commander 
of the British cruiser Hermione, now at 
Tampico, had received instructions to 
care for the Spanish subjects who might 
need protection during the impending 
attack on the city by the rebels. 

This information caused much specula- 
| tion in both the Navy and the State 
Department. It was supposed that Rear 
Admiral Fletcher, commanding the 
American fleet, would have full charge 
of the protection of Spanish subjects. 
It is not likely that the commander of 
the Hermione has been ordered to care 
for the Spanish residents of Tampico 
without orders from his Government, 
sent to Rear Admiral Cradock, who com- 


mands the British squadron. If Ad- 
miral Cradock has received such _ orders 
and has not acquainted Admiral Fletch- 
er of the fact, it adds another peculiar 
feature to the case. 

While Secretary Bryan has twice in- 
terceded for the Spaniards in Northern 
Mexico, and in a measure has succeeded 
in saving some from Villa’s wrath, most 
of the Spaniards driven from Chihua- 
hua are still in the United States, 
finding such employment as they can. 
Apparently, however, Spain does not re- 
gard the course of the United States as 
affording the measure of protection 
that her subjects should receive, and it 
seems evident that she has asked Great 
Britain rather than the United States to 
take care of her people at Tampico. 

Some persons here think that she took 
this course thinking that Great Britain, 
after the experience of the Benton in- 
cident, would not hesitate to land 
marines and resort to extreme measures 
to give her own subjects protection, 
and, if asked, to give the same protec- 
tion to Spanish residents.

Protest Made Against Expulsions,. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—Vigorous 
representations went from the Ameri- 
can Government to-day to Gen, Car- 
ranza, the Constitutionalist chief, urg- 
ing that he modify the order of Gen. 
Villa expelling Spaniards from Torreon, 
The situation resulting from that or- 
der is giving grave concern to authori- 
ties here. The United States has un- 
dertaken to extend to Spaniards in 
Mexico the same protection it affords 
Americans residents there, and Ambas- 
sador Riano has beer: informed that 
nothing will be left undone to assure for 
the untfortunates at Torreon every right 
to which they are entitled under inter- 
national law and usage. 

Unofficial reports reach the State De- 
| partment that this policy of expulsion of 
the Spaniards is to be of general appli- 
cation, and that as rapidly as the Con- 
stitutionalists extend their control over 
other places, they intend to drive out 
the Spaniards and seize their property. 
An attempt to carry out such a plan 
would meet with determined opposition 
from the United States Government. 
Officials say that the Spaniards are in 
Mexico under the provisions of a treaty, 
conferring the rights of residence, trade, 
and travel, and anything like a sweep- 
ing deportation under these circum- 
stances would violate the principles of 
international law and form a _ proper 
subiect of resentment by the Spanish 
Government, even to the extent of hos- 

tile measures if need be. 


BETTING TORREON IS SAFE. 


3 to 1 the Odds in Mexico City— 
Even Money Rebels Don’t Take It.

MEXICO CITY, April 7.—Major 
Arze of Gen. Velasco’s command 


reached the city to-day. He left Tor- 
reon on April 3, he says, and asserts 
that the town was held by the Fed- 
erals at that time. Fighting was in 
progress north of Torreon along the 
| railway line, he further asserts, and 
the advantage was with the Federals. 

He ridiculed the reports that Tor- 
reon had been captured, saying that 
every attempt made by the insur- 
gents up to the time he left had been 
repulsed with heavy losses, and the 
Federals held all the positions which 
were originally in their possession. 

Major Arze added that Gen. Urbina, 
who attacked the city from the west 
on April 2, was surrounded, and his 
| force was practically annihilated, he 
| himself being captured, paraded 
| through the streets of Torreon, where 
| he was recognized by many persons, 
and then executed in public. 

Major Arze said the garrison was in 
good condition and had plenty of am- 
munitton, but he added he was unable 
to talk in detail for publication until 
after his conference with Gen. Blan- 
quet, Minister of War, late: to-night. 

The arrival of others to-day from 
Torreon, who asserted that they had 
left the city since Thursday, the day 
on which the rebels are reported to 
have taken it, caused many to express 
the belief that the rebel reports of 
success were untrue, and they were 
trying to deceive Americans by giv- 
ing a false impression that they were 
winning. 

Betting is 8 to 1 that the city has 
not been captured, while even money 
is offered that the rebels will not be 
able to take it. 

The report sent by George C. 
Carrothers, Consular Agent at Tor- 
reon, is ridiculed by officials. 

It is asserted here that he has large 
interests which would be practically 
ruined if Villa should be defeated. 

General feeling in the city is much 
more optimistic, although many re- 
ports of fighting in other parts of 
the country were received officially 
to-day, including engagements at 
Tampico and near Iquala Guerrero. 
Zapata demanded the surrender of 
Iquala, whereupon Gen, Antonio 
Golea seized and executed the mes- 
sengers and went out to attack the 
rebels. 

Three attacks have been made on 
Tampico. The last one was still 
progressing when the report to the 
Department of War was filed. This 
said the Federals were still holding 
their own. 

Dr. Edward P. Ryan of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross left for Torreon this 
afternoon, taking medical supplies.

TO PUNISH REBEL STATES. 


Mexican Legislators Propose to Di- 
vide Chihuahua as a Penalty.

MEXICO CITY, April 7.—Bills were 


introduced in Congress to-day to 
make the State of Morelos a territory 
and making Chihuahua one State and 
two territories, the latter lying along 
the American frontier. 

This action is proposed partly as a 
punishment for the rebels, who have 
lost their citizenship through the rev- 
olution and partly to facilitate paci- 
fication, it being held that as Chihua- 
hua is large and lacks means of com- 
munication it needs several separate 
jurisdictions. The territories on 
the frontier would facilitate, it is 
urged, the extradition of criminals, 
bills for which have been submitted 
by a committee and will probably be 
approved. 


CLOSING IN ON TAMPICO, 


Rebels Have Taken Two Outlying 
Towns—Gunboat in Action. 
Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMBEs. 
VERA CRUZ, April 7.—The Mex- 
ican gunboat Zaragoza, which left 


here early last night well loaded with 
troops and arms, has sent a wireless 
this evening to the land station here 
from a point near Tampico, saying 
that the rebels are very active at that 
port and asking that repairs to the 
gunboat Bravo, now in dry dock here, 
be rushed, since the rebels seem to 
have in their possession Dona Ce- 
cilia and Arbol Grande. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher has also re- 
ceived from Rear Admiral Mayo a 
report that general attacks are being 
made on'‘all the territory surrounding 
Tampico. 

VERA CRUZ, April 7.—Admiral Mayo 
does not expect a general attack upon 
the city of Tampico, as the rebels have 
no artillery, although they assert that 
they will receive some heavy guns at 
in early date. 

The gunboat Vera Cruz, at the Tamesi 
River bridge, has kept up a constant 
fire on the rebels. 

The Spanish cruiser Emperador Carlos 
V. is preparing to leave for Tampico to- 
night. 


CAROTHERS SEES CARRANZA. 


But “Supreme Chief” Insists Span- 
iards Are Traitors. 


JUAREZ, Mexico, April 7.—Despite ex- 
pressions of Washington’s unofficial 


lispleasure at the expulsion of the Span- 
ish colony from Torreon, the purpose 
if the rebel leaders in this regard was 
inshaken to-day It is learned from an 
,uthoritative source that Gen. Carranza 
and Gen. Villa are in thorough accord 
on the subject and that Spanish sub- 
jects throughout the republic, as fast as 
other States fall into Constitutionalist 
hands, will be treated exactly as those 
it Torreon and Chihuahua have been. 

Georgé C. Carothers, the Consular 
igent, who accompanied Villa to Tor- 
reon, had an interview with Gen. Car- 
ranza on the Spanish question to-day. 
The American, rested from his recent 
‘xperiences at the battle of Torreon, 
and the supreme chief of the revolution 
could be seen in the latter’s office by 
visitors who waited in the corridors of 
the Custom House here. Their heads 
were close together for half an hour. 

It was said on good authority that Mr. 
Carothers informed Carranza that the 
summary expulsion of the Spaniards was 
viewed gravely at Madrid and without 
favor at Washington. The General re- 
plied that evidence of Spanish plotting 
against the revolution was overwhelm- 
ing in all parts of the country, and that 
their expulsion was not only just but 
wise. He pointed out that popular sus- 
picion against these foreigners was so 
general and deep-seated that their ex- 
pulsion would at least remove them 
from danger at the hands of an incensed 
soldiery. The troops in general were 
well under discipline, he explained, but 
individual exceptions had to be consid- 
ered. 

The policy of expulsion 
Spanish subjects in Mexico. 
jards who are naturalized Mexicans are 
not embraced in the general order, al- 
though many already have fled from 
the country and others are under suspi- 
cion, 

This policy was understood between 
Carranza and Villa at the outset of the 
campaign. At Torreon Villa acted in ac- 
cordance with this understanding. This, 
it is said, explains why Carranza was 
not consulted. It was required of Villa 
only that he report what steps he took. 

Carranza, it is stated, regards the ex- 
pulsion of the enemies of his cause of 
whatever nationality as a right sanc- 
tioned by precedent and one which he is 
disposed to adhere to despite. possible 
protests from other governments. 

The Spaniards of Torreon were expect- 
ed to leave that city before night for 
El Paso. Carranza will investigate the 
rights of individual Spaniards to return 
to Torreon. Each will be allowed the 
right to testify whether he wilfully 
worked against the rebels.

BUDGET OF A GIRL 
BARNING $5 A WEEK 


Consumers’ League Exhibit in 
Minimum Wage Law 
Campaign. 


SHOW SWEATSHOP EARNINGS 


Prices Over the Counters and to the 


Workers Reveal Startling 
Differences. 


The Consumers’ League, under the 
Presidency of Mrs. Alfred Nathan, yes- 
terday took another step in its cam- 
paign against sweatshops by installing 
on the woman’s floor of the McAlpin 
an exhibition which takes the form of 
object lessons. A large number of arti- 
cles which have been made in east side 
tenements are on view, and particulars 
are given on labels as to the hours 
of labor spent on each, and the price 
the workers receive for them. The 


exhibition will continue for two days 
| longer. 

“Tt is the purpose to arouse women 
to an appreciation of the conditions 


under which many articles they buy are 
made,” said Miss Sally Frankenstein, 
who is curator of the exhibit, ‘‘ so that 
they will understand what the Consu- 
mers’ League is trying to bring about. 
We think some facts about tenement 
and child labor will be brought home 
to people who may never have thought 
deeply about such things. : 
“Here is a bunch of violets, for which 
the tenement worker gets eleven cents 
a gross. It takes two hours for one 
person to make a gross of them. Here 
is a willow plume, with the flues tied 
together. It takes 228 knots in the 
making of one inch, or 3,078 knots for a 


finished feather. For this the sweat- 
shop worker is paid 78 cents. Chil- 
dren are largely employed at this work, 
because the small size of their fingers 
gives them a greater deftness. 
“These crocheted buttons bring four 
cents a dozen. It takes an hour and a 
half to make a dozen. This child’s cro- 
cheted cap is paid for at the rate of 20 
cents a dozen. The hourly output of a 
worker is four caps. The cap will be 
sold by the retailer at about 75 cents. 
‘* Here is an embroidered waist front. 
The embroidering takes six hours of 
hard work, for which 28 cents is paid. 
Yet this waist front wouid be priced at 
$3.50 or more if you were to buy it in 
a shop. Here is another piece of fine 
embroidery. This doily takes twenty 
hours to make, and the skilled worker 
gets only $1.50 for the labor. In a shop 
this would be priced at $9 or $10.

The consumer 
pays v.50 for one pair. On this cro- 
cheted lace collar forty hours in work 
were spent.

One exhibit of the league is a chart 
showing the actual budget for one year 
of a working girl who receives wages 
of $5 a week, or $260 a year. This is a 
case selected out of a number investi- 
gated by the League’s agents, upon 
which is based its claim that $5 a week 
is not a living wage for a girl who

They do a business 
among the workingmen and small 
tradesman amounting to hundreds of 
millions of dollars annually. The loan 
shark is unknown in Italy.”

will be an industrial bank in Chicago 
with a capital of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, This bank wiil loan money 
to any honest workingman with his 
plain note as collateral.

HURT BY FORMER AID 


Young Policeman Testifying for 
Inspector at Trial Gets 
Badly Entangled. 


DENIES VICE CONDITIONS 


Gillen Gains One Point, Misconduct 
Charge Being Dismissed—May 
Plead He Was Deceived. 


Thomas Cahill, who was one of the 
youngest men on the staff of Inspector 
James H. Gillen before Gillen was sus- 
pended and placed on charges for al- 


|\lowing disorderly resorts to run in the 


lower Tenderloin, took the stand in his 
former chief’s behalf at the continuation 
of Gillen’s trial before Third Deputy 
Police Commissioner Godley yesterday 
afternoon. The young policeman, who 
is now pounding the pavements in East 
Brooklyn, in his efforts to ‘‘ sfick up 
for the boss’ made a sorry impression 
and hurt the Gillen defense materially. 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Stover, 
who is presecuting Gillen, entangled 
the patrolman hopelessly. He had him 
affirming and denying things in alter- 
nate breaths, and had not finished with 


| him when the session ended. The testi- 


mony of the patrolman yesterday, Mr. 
Stover showed, was materially different 
from that which he gave in a prelimi- 
nary investigation which Mr. Stover 
held in preparation for the trial. 

Before joining Gillen’s squad Cahill } 
was a patrolman in the very precinct 
which contained many of the alleged 
disorderly hoteis and cafés, which Gil- 
len is charged with having allowed to 
run. For ten months he had a post at 
Sixth Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, 
from which he could observe all who en- 
tered and left no less than three of the 
places mentioned in the Gillen charges. 
Cahill testified calmly that he had never 
seen a suspicious act in or near any of 
these places, and that he considered 
these places absolutely above reproach. 

These observations were so much in 
contrast with the observations of the 
trained investigators from Lieut. ‘‘ Hon- 
est Dan” Costigan’s staff of raiders 
that a ripple of laughter passed through 
the trial room when Cahill gave Gillen 
such an immaculate bill of health. 

Cahill went further than necessary, 
it appears. So sure was he of the 
good character of such places as. the 
Medallion Hotel and Tekulsky’s Café, 
for instance, he testified, that he rec- 
ommended these places to persons who 
asked him where to go for a drink. He 
yarticularly advised women and chil- 
Rren to go to these places, he said, 
without reservation. 

Mr. Stover allowed the patrolman to 
get all this and more besides on_the 
record before he turned on him. Then 
he asked him some pointed questions. 
He asked Cahill whether Inspector Gil- 
len had not specifically told him that 
the Medallion Hotel and Tekulsky’s 
Café were on his ‘ suspected list.’’ Ca- 
hill averred that the Inspector had 
never told him such a thing. Then Mr. 
Stover picked up the minutes of the 
preliminary investigation and there Ca- 
hill’s previous testimony was recorded. | 
At this investigation the patrolman had 
stated that Gillen had warned him of 
these places. Under pressure Cahill 
then changed his testimonw. 

Cahill said that he roved all over the 
lower Tenderloin and that he got few 
specific assignments from Gillen to 
gather evidence of disorderly resorts. 
He made few arrests of women on Sixth 
Avenue, he said, because he was “too 
well known.” He tried to get into a 
score of hotels with women, he said, 
but was always shown the door by the 
hotel men. In these same hotels Lieut. 
Costigan's men, it appears, had no 
trouble whatever in getting evidence.

“arthur Woods, private secretary to 
Mayor Mitchel and a Deputy Police Com- 
misioner during the Binghain régime at 
Police Headquarters, was appointed Po- 
lice Commissioner, to succeed Douglas I. 
McKay, by Mayor Mitchel yesterday. 
The appointment had been expected by 
those in the confidence of the adminis- 
tration, and there was no surprise when 
Mayor Mitchel, on his arrival from At- 
lantic City, announced that Mr. Woods 
was his choice and that he had been ap- 
pointed ‘‘for the full term of the 
Mitchel administration. Furthermore, 
the Mayor said that, after Col. Goethals, 
Mr. Woods was his original choice for 
the position. 

Mr. Woods will be sworn in as Police 
Commissioner at noon to-day. For the 
time being, at least, there will be no 
change in the force of Deputy Commis- 
sioners. From a remark that the new

Mrs. Gallo had spent most of yesterday 
weeping and asking for information 
about her family. 

She could not quite understand why 
she was imprisoned, because she knew 
she had not done anything to anger 
the police, and it all seemed very 
strange and unjust to her. She said she 
did not have any money to pay her 
debts, which, according to the court 
records, amounted to $188. Her chief 
concern, however, was about her twins, 
Josephine and Virginia, who are so 
weak and poorly that they have to 
wear leg braces and need a mother’s 
care. 

Mrs. Gallo did not suffer any personal 
discomfort, because Sheriff Max S. Gritf- 
enhagen, who has a big heart, saw to 
that. He gave orders that, so far as the 
law permitted, she should have the free- 
dom of the jail and get plenty of good 


food and a soft bed to sleep on. But 
even at that the Sheriff was worried all 
day about the baby, for the reports 
which reached his office at 299 Broad- 
way were to the effect that the baby 
had been crying most of the day. The 
Sheriff kept fidgeting about in his chair 
and asked everybody who dropped in if 
he thought it was a safe place for the 
baby, and whether there was any danger 


of the little fellow being taken ill and | J

perhaps dying. 

The Sheriff hated to arrest the mother 
on Saturday when the demand was 
made upon him, but the law was plain, 
and Mrs. Gallo’s creditors were deter- 
mined, and there was no other course 
for him to follow. The woman's credi- 
tors refused to relent, because, they 
said, despite her denials, she could pay 
her debts if she wanted to do so, und 
théy wouldn’t listen to arguments or 
pleadings. 

It was nearly 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon when word came to the Sher- 
iff’s office over the telephone that relief 
was in sight for Mrs. Gallo. At that 
time Martin C. Ansorge, an attorney of 
100 Broadway, made inquiries, and said 
that he had been retained by a wealthy 
Wall street man to ‘“ go the limit” to 
free the woman, if it was found on in- 
vestigation that her story was true, and 
that her imprisonment was really caus- 
ing much suffering in her family. He 
said that the stories in the newspapers 
were conflicting, but all seemed bad 
enough, Finally he decided to jump into 
a taxicab and go to the jail to question 
the prisoner. 

The plan now ts to ask for the release 
of Mrs. Gallo under Section 775 of the 
Judiciary law, which places it within 
the power of the Court which issued 
the order for imprisonment to also issue 
an order for release if it is proven that 
the person in question is physically un- 
able to endure the confinement. It is 
srobable that application will be made 
vefore City Court Judge McAvoy this 
morning, after Mrs. Gallo has 
examined by a physician. The legal 
papers were all carefully prepared last 
night, so that there need be no delay.

Her lawyer, 
Isador Block of 140 Nassau Street, says 
that a butcher shop where the _fruit 
stand was located in Forty-fourth Street 
near Second Avenue, was removed, and 
the business suffered. When Mrs. Gallo 
was forced to let go her hold on the 
business she owed $188. 

Counsel for the creditors say that the 
woman admitted she had $400 in a bank 
in Rome, although she later, according 
te the lawyers, told a conflicting story 
about having sent the bankbook to her 
father, who had drawn the money out. 
The case was dragged from one City 
Court Judge to another and there were 
also supplementary proceedings in Oc- 
tober, when Mrs. Gallo was examined. 
The creditors usserted that they needed 
the money badly and refused to relent. 

Santa Gallo, 9 years old, was in charge 
of the tenement flat yesterday and did 
her best to cook for the rest of the fam- 
ily.

MOROSINI BROTHER 


Son of Banker Has Been Living 
for Several Years in Mont- 
clair as A. C. Moro. 


NEW AUTO KILLED MAN 


Car Just Bought as Birthday Gift 
for Wife—Mrs. Morosin! Slightly 
Hurt—Chauffeur Held.

MONTCLAIR, N. J., April 7.—Mrs. 
Mary Washington Bond Morosini, wife 
of Attilio P. Morosini, a son of the late 
Giovanni P. Morosini, was greatly dis- 
tressed to-day wheh told at Seymour 
Hall, where she is living at present with 
her husbard and daughter, that a fatal 
automobile accident in which the three 
figured last night had revealed that Mr.

a@ trolley car. Bertsch was fatally in- 
jured, dying at the Newark City Hos- 
pital a short time after the accident. 
The coupe, which Wherry turned to the 
side of the street {n his efforts to avoid 
striking Bertsch, was badly wrecked. 

Mrs. Morosini was slightly injured, 
but neither her husband nor her daugh- 
ter was hurt, though all three had a 
narrow escape from serious harm.

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WOULD ENJOIN CORONERS. 


Dr. Schultze Appeals to Court to 
Stop Trial for insubordination. 


O’Gorman, Battle & Vandiver, as 
counsel for Coroner’s Physician Dr. 
Otto H. Schultze, asked Supreme Court 
Justice Davis yesterday to enjoin the 
Board of Coroners from continuing 
with the trial of Dr. Schultze on 
charges of insubordination.

RENEWALS NEW POLICIES. 


Insurance Decision Upsets Opinion 
of Supreme Court. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court has just handed down an opinion 
that conditions restricting the operations 
of an insurance policy must be inserted 
expressly every time a policy is renewed 
and that the restrictions of one year 
do not carry into another year unless 
under express stipulation. 

The suit was that of the Casualty 
Company of America against the United 
States Casualty Company. The plaintiff 
sued to collect half of a life insurance 
policy of $12,500 taken out by Henry G. 
Elliott. The first policy, taken out in 
1904, stipulated that the policy should 


not run durmng any period that Elliott 
was in Alaska. 
The policy was renewed every year up

The latter company “declined to pay 
on the ground that thé policy was not 
to run while Elliott was in Alaska, but 
the plaintiff explained that this re- 
striction was part only of the first 
policy, and was not a condition of the 
policies taken out later. The defend- 
ant still refused to pay, and said that 
the conditions of the first policy cov- 
ered all of those taken out subsequent- 
ly. The Supreme Court sustained the 
defense and the case was carried to the 
Appellate Division, which reversed the 
findings of the lower court. 

In its decision the Appellate Division 
Said that each policy was a new and 
Separate contract, and was based upon 
a new application, whieh constituted a 
part of the contract: of insurance.

He said that the most important 
jfact now facing the civilized world was 
|restriction of output, and he was not 
backward in asserting that the men who 
adopted this as their permanent policy 
were robbing the world and their fel- 
low-men of the increased wealth which 
greater efficiency would produce. 

Mr. Taylor admitted the honesty of 
labor leaders in fighting scientific man- 
agement, but showed from the growth 
of the weaving industry in Lancashire 
that every labor-saving device had 
eventually reacted to the good of the 
trade in which it was employed and the 
workmen who used it, and declared 
that scientific management would raise 
wages from 30 to 100 per cent., greatly 
increase profits, make possible a lower 
selling price, and above all make the 
workmen and managers friends instead 
of enemies. 

The nature of scientific management 
was explained, with illustrations from 
Mr. Taylor's own trade experience as a 
patternmaker and machinist, as fore- 
man at the Midvale Steel Works, and 
later as efficiency engineer and expert. 
The object of the system, Mr. Taylor 
declared, was to make the surplus—the 
difference between selling price and the 
combination of overhead expenses and 
cost of material—so large that work- 
man and employer would have no need 
to quarrel over its division. 

Mr. Taylor, who was the only speaker, 
was introduced by Elihu C. Church, 
assistant general manager of the Mar- 
coni Wireless Telegraph Company and 
Secretary of the Efficiency Society, 
who emphasized the need of efficiency 
work after the age of tremendous but 
wasteful progress just closing, and out- 
lined the society's aim to bring together 
the men who had been working toward 
that end in various fields of business 
without knowing what was being done 
in other lines.

‘Section 7 is perhaps the most se- 
rious of all provisions. It prohibits the | 
erection of signs on any tenement house, | 
hotel or other dwelling, except detached 
dwellings which are at least 40 feet 
from any other dwelling.

‘‘Nor is there any reason why an 
owner or a private house should be 
deprived of this form of revenue. Such 
advertising may not be desirable, but 
I believe the ordinance in this respect 
invades a constitutional right. 

‘Section 9 provides that there shall 
be no closed roof signs on any except 
fireproof buildings. There is no justi- 
this. It would practically 
eliminate all roof signs, and to say that 
the owner of a frame dwelling in the 
suburbs facing railroad stations and 
tracks cannot receive the benefit of 
this advertsiing is going a great deal 
too far in the restriction of property 
rights. I am'reliably advised that it is 
not legal. 

‘Section 10, which requires that signs 
should be able to resist a forty-pound 
wind pressure, is unreasonable. 

‘*Section 16, to regulate signs on 
property facing parks, &c., touches an 
unpleasant form of the advertisiug 
business. Unfortunately, however, this 
provision cannot do what the courts 
many times have decided as unconstitu- 
tional. 

‘* Section 18 requires the registration 
of ‘signs with the Bureau of Buildings. 
In so far as registration is concerned 
the provision is approved, but when it 
requires that all existing structures 
must, in order to be registered, comply 


with the existing ordinance, it is not 
giving those who do not comply a fair 
chance. 

“Some existing structures do not 
technically comply with the present 
ordinance, but they are just as safe 
and desirable as some of those which 
do. The effect undoubtedly would be to 
exterminate practically all structures 
erected prior to the adoption of the 
existing ordinance. 

“*Section 19 is wnolly unnecessary as 
a regulating provision. It is absurd 
to say that because a_ cornice in- 
croaches six or eight inches an owner 
cannot have the right to erect a sign. 

** Another exceedingly serious fault in 
the proposed ordinance is the unfair 
position in which it would place own- 
ers of existing buildings upon which 
sign structures are erected. If this or- 
dinance were passed it would be prac- 
tically impossible for 
these buildings to renew their leases 
except upon terms satisfactory to the 
advertising concerns, and the signs they 
might wish to erect could not be made 
to comply with the proposed ordinance. 

“The only proper thing to do is to 
recast this ordinance in such a way as 
to conserve the interests of the city ana 
the owners of real estate, and still give 
due weight to legitimate aesthetic re- 
quirements.”

Cities Ask Glynn to to Sign Measure 
Giving Them Preferential! Rights. 


ALBANY, April 7.—Representatives of 
the city administrations and civic or- 
ganizations Buffalo, Rochester, and 

Syracuse appeared before Gov. Glynn 
to-day and urged him to sign the Adler- 
Argetsinger bill, which would grant to 
municipalities the preferred right to ac- 
quire abandoned canal lands. 

The only opponent of the measure was 
Carl Smith of Buffalo, who represented 
an owner of property adjoining some of 
the lands which would be abandoned 
after the completion of the barge canal. 
He argued that the proposed preferen- 
tial lezislation was unconstitutional and 
would result in cities becoming entan- 
gled in endless Htigation over titles to 
lands acquired under it. The advocates 
of the bill declared it constitutional, and 
arcued that cities should have the first 
right to purchase State lands if they 
required them for public improvement.

Higher 
prices attended the increase in the bid- 
ding, fine-ribbed smoked sheets closing 
the day at 2s.

Pale crépe also 
brought higher figures than at the last 
sale, first erépe, of which only 100 tons 
were offered, having sold for 2s. 94d. 
The lower grades of this rubber were 
not so strong, however. Some surprise 
was shown here as a result of the ac- 
tivity at the sale, and the belief was 
expressed that it was due more to Eu- 
ropean bidding than American.

Carpet Trade Did Well. 

With the end of the Spring season 
only about a month away, the carpet 
trade is beginning to find that the busi- 
ness done compares very favorably, on 
the whole, with that of the same sea- 
son a year ago. While opinions vary 
somewhat regarding the extent to which 
the trade was hurt by foreign compe- 
tition under the new tariff, for the 
most part the feeling was that the in- 
jury was slight. Prices, it was said, 
were not all that could be desired, and 
the prediction was made that the Fall 
season, which is expected to open either 
on May 4 or May 11, will see- higher 
prices all around. With the general ad- 
vance in the cost of raw materials and 
labor the manufacturers say that there 
is no other course left for them if they 
are to operate at a reasonable profit. 
A summary of the Spring business 
shows a good part of it to have been 
done on <Axministers and the_ better 
grades of Jacquards. By far and away 
the major portion of the orders were 
booked-on rugs, carpets sales having 
fallen behind those of last Spring in 
many cases.

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Orders for Men's Wear Fabrics. 

Manufacturers of men’s wear fabrics 
are satisfied for the most part with the 
business that has been booked from the 
tallors to the trade, who have now fin- 
ished their buying. While some might 
inclined to describe the results as 
spotty, practically all the mills have in 
some way obtained their customary or- 
ders. So far, the expected foreign in- 


vasion has not materialized to any great 
extent, it is said, as far as cutting in 
on the orders obtained from the book 
tailors. This is probably due to the 
fact that foreign manufacturers would 
have even a harder time catering to the 
needs of the tailors than to those of the 
manufacturing clothiers, Duplicate or- 
ders from the tailors are not placed 
until long after those of the manufac- 
turing clothiers. This means that, if de- 
liveries cannot be made from abroad in 
due season for the manufacturers, they 
must be even further out of the way 
later and more inconvenient for the tail- 
ors. The latter usually do business 
only with those mills that know how to 
handle their orders and make the 
prompt deliveries necessary. 


AGAIN THAT $3.60 SUIT. 


it Doesn’t Scare Local Manufac- 
turers, Who Can Do Better. 


According to manufacturing clothiers 
here, they are well. prepared to take 
care of their end in competition with 
forelgn-made goods, such as the suit 
turned out by an English manufacturer 
and sold through an agent here for 
$3.60. Suits are sold here to the jobbing 
trade and department stores as low as 
$2.50, and a suit sold at $4, which, after 
discount and selling commission are 
taken off, makes the real price obtained 
by the manufacturer $3.36, is made of 
fairly good material, and the workman- 
ship is superior to that found in the 
English garment. 

Three-quarter goods are used in the 
domestic suit, at an estimated cost of 
about 20 cents a yard, and _ the 
manufacturing costs of the three 
arments making the suit are as fol- 
ows: Coat, 55 cents, trousers, 38 cents; 
vest, 29 cents; cutting, 15 cents, Addi- 
tional items, such as double waistband, 
serging, the linings, bring up the cost 
70 cents. The manufacturer makes a 
very small profit on sale of such a suit, 
and it generally comes from the elim- 
ination of selling expense and taking 
the benefit of the discount on the fabric. 

Outside the question of workmanship, 
manufacturers here have an added ad- 
vantage in the number and variety of 
the patterns to be found in the lower- 
priced fabrics, something the English 
manufacturer does not obtain. The same 
patterns may be found in materials 
selling at 20 cents a yard as in those 
selling at $1 and $1.25 and even higher. 
The patterns which out of necessity the 
English manufacturer has to use in a 
sult selling for $8.60 are very drab and 
without life, it is said. Local clothiers 
who make the low-priced clothing are 
content to make 2% per cent. on their 
volume of business, so it is seen_that 
they depend on very low margins. When 
the patterns and workmanship in the 
foreign merchandise improve there is 
little doubt expressed that it will be a 
factor in this market. 

The company that is introducing tH 
English product here has found that 
the price is considered too low, and the 
suggestion hag been made that a little 
better grade of goods and workman- 
ship at a higher price might be ac- 
ceptable to local retailers. In the mean- 
time, however, the suit will be sold to 
jobbers catering to the trade country 
districts, and tentative orders ve been 
taken, it is said, for several thousand 
of the garments.

The Collector’s action in re- 
turning the articles at 45 per cent. ar va- 
lorem, under Paragraph 199, as manu- 
factares of metal, not specifically pro- 
vided for, was reversed. The importers 
included Davies, Turner & Co., and Hen- 
sel, Bruckmann & Lorbacher, New York. 

The American Wine and Spirits Com- 
pany, and other importers of Philadel- 
phia, were overruled in protests claim- 
ing a shortage in importations of ver- 
muth, whisky, and other liquors shipped 
in bottles. it was contended that no 
duty accrued on the missing goods, The 
Collector reported that the importers 
failed to file with him the usual oath of 
non-receipt. Judge Somerville, in his 
decision for the board, holds that this 
omission is fatal to the allowance sought 
by the merchants. 

The Central Vermont Railway Com- 
pany failed in a contention for the free 
entry of old bagging under the old law 
as rags. The Collector of Customs at 
Burlington, Vt., returned the goods at 
10 per cent. as waste not specially pro- 
vided for. It was shown at the hearing 
that one piece out of an official sample 
of three pieces consisted of rags. The 
board holds that such an exhibit is en- 
tirely insufficient to enable the board to 
arrive at any satisfactory finding as to 
the percentage of rags in the entire im- 
portation of 294 bales. 

Mill buttings or deal ends, used in the 
manufacture of wood pulp, imported by 
F. W. Myers & Co., Burlington, Vt., 
were yesterday held to be free of duty 
under Paragraph 712 of the act of 1909 
as pulp wood. The Collector’s assess- 
ment at 10 per cent. ad valorem under 
Paragraph 479 was reversed. The Max- 


in line for places on the new Federal 
Reserve Board. 

Mr. Hill's bank reports that the situa- 
tion around St. Louis at the opening of 
Spring offers abundant basis for taking 
a hopeful view. Conditions in the 
wholesale trade, as reflected by the 
business handled by the great mercan- 
tile houses of St. Louis, show up well 
in comparison with the volume of busi- 
ness handled at this time in 1915, and 
the indications favor a sustained im- 
provement. With even ordinary crop 
conditions this year business is expected 
to be highly satisfactory, and the 
Southwest should be a great deal more 
prosperous than it was in 1918, Owing 
to the poor crop conditions of that year, 
and the readjustment necessitated by 
the changes in the tariff law, the coun- 
try merchant became an extremely cau- 


tious business man. He would buy 
nothing for which there was not an ap- 
parent market demand, and his orders 
were for small lots, so as to avoid all 
speculative risks. 

“This is about as healthy a situation 
as is ever encountered at the opening 
of Spring,”’ says the Mechanics-Ameri- 
ean. ‘More than this, the farmers 
will start the season under very favor- 
able conditions. Throughout this terri- 
tory there have been heavy rains and 
snows, so that a large amount of moist- 
ure is in the ground, which will be of 
immense advantage to wheat, grass, 
and the early crops. Such conditions 
mean a great deal for this territory, 
and with the crop outlook excellent the 
country merchant will be pe to extend 
credit to the farmers. With the far- 
mers buying heavily the merchants 
will be forced to replenish their stocks. 
The gigns are all pointing that way, 
and, barring unforeseen circumstances, 
a further revival of trade may be con- 
fidently expected in the Southwest. 

“Sontiment in this territory is un- 
questionably in favor of fair treatment 
for the railroads. What is more, the 
people have pretty generally made up 
their minds that the railroads must re- 
ceive an increased revenue for the ser- 
vices performed if they are to develop 
along normal lines. This feeling has so 
taken possession of intelligent people 
here as to make them support the pro- 

»0sal for the 6 per cent, increase in 
Freight rates ag something absolutely 
essential to the real prosperity of the 
Southwest. The public is asking that 
the railroads be allowed to charge the 
slightly higher rate not alone for tie 
sake of the railroads, whose position in 
some instances is really critical, but in 
erder to promote a genuine trade re- 
vival, which is sure to come later on. 
New construction work by the railroads 
has been so long at a standstill that a 
questlon arises whether the present fa- 
cilities will be adequate to perform the 
services required by 90,000,000 people 
going ahead at full speed. 

“* New trackage, new rolling stock and 
new equipment cannot be provided at a 
moment's notice, and for that reason it 
ig to be hoped that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission will expedite the rate 
cases as far as possible, and render an 
early decision. There is not the slightest 
doubt but that many of the roads have 
reached the limit of their borrowing ca- 
racity, in so far as that is determined 
b} revenues derived from the prevailing 
seale of rates. The investing public 
cannot be expected to purchase railroad 
securities unless the industry shows a 
sufficient margin of profit to pay fixed 
charges and protect dividends. This it 
is not now doing. The situation is bound 
to work out all right in the end, and the 
indications at the momegt are that the 
Interstate Commerce mmission will 
see the justice of the claims urged by 
the railroads for larger revenues, and 
will permit them to increase freight 
rates. As goon as this decision is an- 
nounced, the railroads may be depended 
upon to give out imménse orders for 
cquipment, and tie steel and the equip- 
ment trades will show the greatest ac- 
tivity of recent years. Recovery in that 
quarter will affect other industries, with 
the result that general business 
throughout the United States will ne 
better than it has been at any time in 
several years. 

‘*TIt is probable that within the next 
six weeks the surplus of unemployed 
men in the United States will be mate- 
rially reduced. There will soon be 
plenty of work for them in the agricul- 
tural sections, to which the authorities 
of various States are sending great 
trainloads. A!though a good deal has 
been said about the disorder of these 
classes, the fact is that the disturbances 
have been few and far between, The 
so-called ‘armies’ that have been 
marching in various sections demanding 
work really do not represent intelligent 
workmen at all. When the mills and 
factories are running at capacity again 
—and that movement in many indus- 
tries is apparently not very far off— 
there will be an abundance of work for 
competent helpers.’’ 


THE INDIAN WAREHOUSE. 


Indications That the One in This 
City Will Not Be Closed. 


Word was received in this city yester- 
day from the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Indian Affairs that it nau 
been decided to eliminate, from the In- 
dian Appropriation bill as passed by the 
House of Representatives the provisions 
closing the Indian warehouses in New 
York and other cities after July 1. This 
will obviate the necessity of a visit to 
Washington of a local delegation of job- 
bers and members of the Merchants’ 
Association, which was to have ap- 
peared before the committee to-day at 
a formal hearing, 

S. Christy Mead, secretary of the as- 
sociation, however, will be in Washing- 
ton to-day and place before the com- 


mittee a brief for the retention in this 
city of the warehouse, reinforced by 
Statistics showing the advantages to the 
Government and New York merchants 
in retaifiing it. The brief is intended to 
prove that the method of purchasing 
the supplies for the Indians under the 
system in vogue for many years is eco- 
nomical and should be continued. 

The brief points out that New York 
is the greatest buying and selling mar-

JUST A SALESMAN’S TRICK.

While salesmen are inclined to scoff 
at the statement that they are in part 
responsible for the returned goods evil, 
a case was told to a Timgs reporter yes- 
terday in which there was little doubt 
of the salesman’'s guilt, The employer 
of the salesman in question had sent 
him out to call on the local cutting-up 
trade with an excellent combination of- 
fer at a special figure.

About two weeks later 
the cutters began to return the ‘ stick- 
er,’’ and soon all of this fabric that 
had been sold was back in the seller's 
receiving room. For some time he re- 
fused to credit the goods, but finally 
agreed to. His reason for doing so was 
that he discovered the salesman had 
{sold the combination by assuring the

must be bought, it could be returned for 
‘credit within any reasonable time after 
| delivery and that he would see that the 
jae was put through.

TRENTON, N. J., April 7.—In a state- 
ment issued to-day Frank D. Jess, Pres- 
{ident of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion of Taxes, explains the provisions of 
the new bank stock taxing law. He 
says: 

“A feature of the new law for the 
taxation of the shares of banks and 
trust companies which is of special tn- 
terest to those institutions at the pres- 
ent time is the provision that if the bank 
or trust company agrees to pay the tax 
it need not furnish a list of the stock- 


holders. This must be done at teast 
thirty days before assessment day, and, 
consequently, April 20 is the last day, 

“The act requires all assessments of 
shares in banks, banking associations, 
and trust companies to be made in the 
names of the individual stockholders. 
This conforms to the requirements of 
the Federal statute in regard to na- 
tional banks, and in order to secure uni- 
formity in the law State banks and trust 
com anies are similarly treated, 

ection 8, nowever, provides that if 
by resolution of its Board of Directors 
any bank, banking association, or trust 
| company shall request the assessment to 
| be made against the institution itself, 
|instead of in the name of the stock- 
| holders, and shall agree to pay any tax 
so arrived at, then the assessment shal! 
be so made by the County Board and no 
list of stockholders shal) be required. 
Such resolution must be filed at least 
thirty days before the 20th day of May 
\in any year with the County Board of 
Taxation, and a duplicate with the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance, 
and remains In effect until revoked by 
a resolution similarly to be filed at least 
thirty days before the 20th of May in 
any year. 

“This optional provision is taken from 
the California statute and in that State 
nearly all of the banks have taken ad- 
vantage of it, for the reasons that it 
saves the banks the trouble of reporting 
all of their stockholders and also facili- 
tates the transfer of stock without ref- 
erence to the taxes, or any lien there- 
for. Trust companies can in this way 
continue the former practice of paying 
the. tax in one sum without the neces- 
sity of furnishing any list of stock- 
hoiders, and the banks can, if they 
wish, take advantage of this same pro- 
vision.”
